He had the Misfortune to loſs his Nebst 
when he was as yet but in the Cradle, and 
| his Father, Sixteen Years afterwards. But all 
this was not capable of diminiſhing ; in the leaſt 
the Ardour he had for Study. Great Genius's 
ſtand in need of nothing but themſelves to = 
make their Way in the World; the ſole Strength Þ}J 
of their Parts leads em on to every Thing | 
that is moſt Excellent and moſt Sublime in 
that kind of Study which hits their Temper. 
You will ſoon ſee, Sir, that this was the Cafe: 
| of Monſieur Deſpreaus. 


After he had gone through his Humanities 
and Philoſophy, his Relations engag'd him to 
Study the Law; and he made ſuch Progreſs 
therein, that he was admitted Advocate at 
an Age very little advanc'd. But tho' he 
had all the Talents neceſſary for the Bar, he 
wanted Jzclination, without which 'tis im- 
poſſible to ſucceed. The Obliquities of Chi- 
caxry didn't at all Suit with his Natural Can- 
dor: He cowdn't Adapt himſelf to a Science 
which turns upon perpetual Equivocations, 
and which often obliges thoſe who follow it, 
to cloath Falſhood in the Garb of "Trath, 
He reſolv'd therefore to take another Courſe ; 
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and looking on the Sorbonne as the Anti- 
pode of the Bar, he determin'd to run a 
Courſe of Divinity there. But he couꝰd not 
long endure the Lectures of the Thorny 
School-Divinity. He was equally ſurpriz'd and 
ſhock'd, to ſee There the moſt important 
Points of Salvation reduc'd to empty Specu- 
lations, obſcur'd by barbarous Language, and 
ſubject to endleſs Diſputes. To conclude, 
He imagin'd that, to allure him the more 
- cunningly, Chzicanry had only chang'd her Ha- 
bit; and ſo he renounc'd the Sorbonne. 
- Heafterwards deliver'd himſelf up entirely 
to his own Genius, and giving a Looſe to the 
Paſſion he had for the Belles Lettres, and eſ- 
pecially for Poetry, he proceeded ſolely un- 
der his own Conduct, and took Poſſeſſion of one 
of the foremoſt Places on the French Par- 
naſſus. But you will give me leave, Sir, to 
quote here his own Words on this Occaſion 
in ſome of his Epiſtles. You will therein find, 
at the ſame time, ſome new Particulars of 
his Family, and a Confirmation of moſt that
